“^! Amid a flourish of demurrers, 


“Recent threat to disrupt the 
‘program in the county and 
cause funds allocated for the 
area to be shifted to another 
section was ended when own- 
ers unanimously passed a re- 
sofution to accept the program 
as outlined by Harold Scott, 
of the U. S. Engineers district 
office in Jacksonville. Ted Dan- 
lels of Lake Harbor made: the 
resolution, and D. D. Hooks of 
Canal Poínt seconded it. 

Scott explained that L-8, 
which is to extend from Twenty 
Mile Bend northwesterly to 
Lake Okeechobee, will be con- 
structed in sections as avail- 
able funds permit. He said that 
U. S. Engineers plant to let a 
continuing contract for 14 miles 
of the south end of L-8. Only 
about two miles of this will be 
completed. before July 1, end 
of the fiscal year. 

After the first of the year 
when additional funds are avail- 
able, the remaining portion will 
be constructed, Scott stated. Al- 
so contract for the northern 
part will be let at that time. L-8 
will probably be completed in 
time to ward off flood waters 
of the 1951 rainy season. 

He stated that location of the 
northern end of the canal has 
been altered from entrance into 
the St. Lucie Canal to entrance | 
into "Lake Okeechobee. “The 
chaügé is more suitable from

Ag Questionnaire 
Census Due Soon 


The questionnaire for the 19- 
50 Census of Agriculture will 
be sent to rural route boxhold- 
ers on the United States Bureau. 
of the Census mailing list im 
March with a request that an» 
swers to the inquiries be filled 
in by the farm operator, This 
procedure will allow farmers to 
consult their records when fill- 
ing in the questionnaire and 
will save time for both the far- 
mer and the census taker when 
the latter calls at the farm in 
April. 

The Agriculture questionnaire 
has been printed in 41 varia- 
tions, one for each state or 
group of states. Basic inquiries 
for all questionnaires are iden- 
tical but variations are made 
for differences in crop harvested 
and classes of livéstock kept. 
"The major portion of each ques- 
tionnaire is devoted to inquir- 
ies about 50 different field 
crops, fruits, and vegetables. 
However, the average farmer 
raises only four or five crops 
and will need only a little time 
to answer the livestock and

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What The Housewife Can't Understand 

‘The Record and Advertiser, a weekly newspaper published 
in Brooklyn, recently ran a long editorial on the government's 
suit against a big food chain system which is charged with be- 
ing monopolistic. The paper observed that it had never had any 
advertising from this concern, and so had no financial interest in 
the matter, and said, in part: “Just think: Here is a great cor- 
poration—doing a tremendous amount of business, paying fab- 
ulous sums in taxes, hiring thousands of persons, owning store 
buildings in a thousand places and probably rent & thousand 
other places—that should be an asset to any nation. 

“It has used its great power to cut prices down to the lowest 
"On the same block in many places are individual dealers 
selling the same merchandise and prospering— 

“Not only does the monopoly idea fail to register with the 
average housewife but also she has something else that is 
bothering her. 

"She cannot understand why the government should be 
spending millions to keep prices up while the chain stores and 
individual dealers are fighting to bring prices down—a necessary 
practice because of their competition." 

Actually, to argue that this or any other store system has 
anything resembling a monopoly is absurb—the business done 
by-all the chains in the country combined makes a much smaller 


to be out to punish “bigness” just because it is big. If it succeeds, 
a system of competitive business which gives us the most quality 
and quantity for the least money will be undermined, and we'll 
all suffer.

The questionnaire is designed 
to be filled in rapidly. It is di- 
vided into 13 sections and about 
50 blocks of items. At the be- 
ginning of most blocks is an 
introductory question which can 
be “answered by checking a 
“none” box if the items listed 
are not applicable to the farm. 
"When a “none” box is checked 
in answer to a lead question, 
the farmer may skip to the next. 
bblock of questions. However, if 
any of the items listed are ap- 
plicable to the farm, the farm- 
er must answer all questions in 
the block. 

‘The: average farmer can fill 
the Agriculture questionnaire 
easily. When the Census taker 
calls at the farm in April, he 
swill check over the question- 
naire and lend assistance to any 
farmers who wish help. 

A brief resume of the in- 
quiries in each of the 13 sections 
in the: Agriculture question- 
nairies follows: 

Section I; asks for informa- 
tion about the persons in charge 
of the agriculture operations on 
the place. 

SectionII; has inquiries about 
the’ acres of land owned, acres 
of land rented from others or 
managed for others and acres 
Tented to other: 

SectionIII; contains inquiries 
about crops harvested in 1949. 
All crops harvested on the place 
in 1938 must be reported. If 
crops are harvested which are 
mot commonly grown in 
the State, and therefore not 
specifically asked for on the 
questionnaire, provision is made 
for the farmer to write in the 
names of those crops, Included 
in this section are inquiries on|in the place and other miscel- 
all field crops, vegetables and laneous data.

tion regarding the important 
uses of the land in the place. 
The principal uses of land in- 
clude cropland, woodland, pas- 
ture land, and land used for 
barn lots, lanes, roads, etc. 

Section V; asks about the year 
in which the farmer began to 
operate his place and about off- 
farm work by the operator or 
members of his family. 

Section VI; obtains the acres 
of irrigated land in the place. 

Section VII; any forest pro- 
ducts sold in 1949 from the place 
must be reported in this section. 

Section VIII; if pasture was 
rented in 1949, the income from 
its rental must be reported. 

Section IX; provides for re- 
porting all livestock on the place 
Or livestock products sold in 
1949. Inventories of livestock 
are to be reported as of April 1, 
1950. 

Section X; asks about spe- 
cified farm facilities on the 
place, such as telephones, elec- 
tricity and electrical appliances 
and about specified kinds of 
farm machinery such as trac- 
tors, grain combines, etc.
